w ithout know ledge, or lf h is se n ti­ 
m ent is controlled by In terested p ar- 
ti*-«. then It Is conceivable th a t m ach 
harm m ay result. 


Horne of the facts w hich should en- 
t* r Into the form atio n of a correct 
opinion on th is su b ject are beyond 
question, 
W e know, for instance, th a t 
In sp ite of Its Isolated position and 
Its freedom from e n tan g lin g alliances 
th is country is alread y spending an

w ith w a rfare and 
th a t 
th is an n u al 
sum Is c o n stan tly grow ing. A rm y and

pugnacious Congresses, urged by pop­ 
ular clam or, nnd they have not alw ays 
been successful.
